From April 1940 until gzpril 1941, TI was the Vice President and Director of 
the Folitical ifoirs Burcau of the KO-A-D! branvh office at Shanghai, China, az: 
from jpril 194) ucs'] Nevernber 1942, IT was Director of the Political iffairs 
Division and Frvsiagent cf Gsneral J .ffaive of the Gentral Office of the KO-A4-IN 
in Tokyo. The KO. Ul ms establisied in December 1938, with the head office 
in Tokyo and four b.auch oTtices, vespm.tively, at Shenghai, Peiping, jmoy and 
Kolgan. Ther were vo iu” -tranch officscs. one veech et Canton and Tsingtao, 
The Tokyo offira tas four divisions, ths Political Division, Economical Division, 
Quitural Division and Vs-huical Division, ne local branch offices had three 
departments, political. e:cnomiec and culturel departments. The Premier was the 
president of the XO i-' ani Sho ministers of Yor, Navy, Finance and Foreign 
iffairs were the Vics Sressien-z. Tae othsr ministries vere represented on the 
Board by pevsonnei other than the minister himself. The purpose of the KO-A-IN 
was to improve the cvonois, culture, political end technical situations in 
China. Whene decisicn was made by the Central office of the KO-A-IN it was 
communicated to the drench offices, vho in turn would take the matter up with 
the local Chiness government. hen an agreement hed been reached in the manner 
of effecting whe dscisions mile in Tolrye, the tcchnical advisors on the staff 
of the KO-A-IN would then ald the local Chinese government to carry out the 
Oeursion, After the es*ubdlishmcnt of the Nanking government in November 1940, 
negotiations .see handield by the aoretan Vinistry and the Chinese government. 
Since the horeign inistry did nov have any technical experts, the KC-A-IN con- 
tinued to function ss it hod tefore the establishment of the Nanking government 
in effecting the decisions made in Toxyo, 


Betreen the hranch offices of the y~o-4,-IN and the local military commander 
there vere cStatlisned liaison officials. hen I was in the Shanghai office of 
the KO-A-Ii, decisions made in Tokyo wee communicated to Shanghai for execution 
in the Shenghe, area. Decisicns relating to the military were in addition com- 
muniscated through militar shannels te the local military commander. As a 
result; there was intevolfsrence betreen the KO---tit and the military. Local 
military eowiunliers had as part of their staff a Spesial Service organization 
for effecting e.cavmis: neliticale wi cultwral mattors. 


My knowlecce of opium end nareotics is limited to the production of 
Opium ia }pugel*u. The ecaref revenus income available to the Mongolian govern- 
ment seBuiter Crom the proiuction of opium in that avea. The KO-A-IN studied 
the needs of opiwn in different parts of Caina and arranged for the distribution 
of the oviwn from vonge.ia to North Gaina, Central China and South China. This 
districubion was done through Chiness organizations.
